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In order to study the relationship between students 1 
educational plans and deeds, questionnaires were administered in 
spring 1976 to two groups of University of Hawaii (OH) community 
college students who entered in fall 1975: continuing students in 
their second semester at Hawaii, Honolulu, Maui, and Windward 
community colleges, and non-continuing students who left after one 
semester of enrollment at any one of the seven community colleges. Of 
2,104 continuing students surveyed, 92% (1,926) had educational plans 
for fall 1976; almost all (1,870) planned to attend a OH campus, of 
those with OH plans, 69% enrolled in fall 1976 as planned, 8% 
enrolled at a different OH campus than originally planned, and 23% 
did not enroll. Higher proportions of males, students below 19 years 
at entry, students in technology, and students with grade point 
averages of 3.0 to 3.4 actually enrolled as planned. Of those 
continuing students with no educational plans, over half returned to 
a OH campus in fall 1976. Of 877 non-continuing. students, 430 (49%) 
had educational plans for fall 1976 and 321 planned to attend a OH 
campus. Of those with OH plans, 46% enrolled as planned, 5% enrolled 
at another campus, and 49% did not enroll. Differences between 
educational plans and actual enrollment were analyzed according to 
five student characteristics: sex, age, program, cumulative grade 
point average, and entry status. (JDS) 
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A. Introduction 



In Spring 1976, two questionnaires were administered to groups of community 
college students who entered in Fall 1975: 

— continuing students in their second semester at Hawaii, Honolulu, 
Maui and Windward cxmnunity colleges 

— non- continuing students who left after one semester of enrollment 
at one of the University's seven carmunity colleges • 

Both questionnaires included a question on future educational plans and one of 
the specific choices was "attend school in Fall 1976." 

1. Purpose and Analysis 

The purpose of this report is to explore the relationship between educational 
plan and deed. Congruence or lack of it has duplications for curriculum planning 
and class scheduling. 

Specifically, our purpose is to analyze the relationship between (a) students' 
Spring 1976 decisions to attend a UH canpus in Fall 1976 and (b) actual enroll- 
ment at a UH carpus in Fall 1976. CXir plan for analysis was siitple: we would 
analyze, by cairpus: 

a. hew many students with educational plans to attend a particular college 
in Fall 1976 actually (1) did so; (2) attended another college instead; 
(3) did not enroll. 

b. hew many students without educational plans a* tended a UH canpus in 
Fall 1976. 

Since we are dependent on the University's student files for Fall 1976 
enrollment, we are not able to analyze how many students with non-UH plans 
actually enrolled as planned. However, if such students enrolled at a UH canpus, 
they are included in our analysis. 

We also decided that if the initial findings shewed significant differences 
between educational plan and deed, we would undertake further analysis , by 
selected student characteristics — sex, age, program, cumulative grade point 
average and entry status. 

2. Organization of This Report 

The group with plans to attend a [\iiversity of Hawaii canpus in Fall 1976 
included 1,870 continuing students and 321 non-continuing students. Since W9 
found differences between educational plan and deed in these groups, we also 
analyzed our data, by student characteristics, for all students with educational 
plans in Fall 1976: 1,926 continuing ana 430 non-continuing students. 

There will be eight sections to summarize our findings — one for the 
ocmnunity college total and seven for the individual campuses. Although detailed 
data, by canpus, are not presented here, they will be sent to the Dean of 
Students for each canpos. Seme details for the community college total, however, 
are included in Appendix A. 
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Each section presents findings on the relationship between educational 
plan and deed in Fall 1976 for (a) continuing students and (b) non-continuing 
students. For three campuses, data are available only for non-continuing 
students. These sections will be followed by a brief summary and conclusion. 
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B. Findings : Catrnunity College Tt>ta.l 



1. Continuing Students 

Of the 2,104 continuing students who participated in the survey, 1,926 
had educational plans for Fall 1976: 1,870 planned to attend a UH canpus; 
56, non-UH canpus. 



Data in Table 1 indicate that in Fall 1976: 



a. The 1,870 students with UH plans ware enrolled as follows: 

1,297 or 69% actually enrolled as planned 
140 or 8% enrolled at a different UH canpus 
433 or 23% did not enroll at a UH canpus 

b. Of the 56 students with ncn-UH canpus plans , 8 returned to their 
canpus of entry and 12 attended another UH canpus. This means that 
35 percent of this group remained in the UH system. 

c. Of the 178 continuing students with no educational plans for Fall 1976, 
78 (44 percent) returned to their canpus and 16 (9 percent) attended 
another UH canpus. 1 Over half of thio group, contrary to plans, 
continued their enrollment at a UH canpus in Fall 1976.

The 94 students were enrolled as follows: 44 at Honolulu, 15 at Hawaii, 
15 at Maui, 12 at other cannunity colleges, 3 at Hilo College, 5 at UH Manoa. 



Table 2 was prepared to show the degree to which continuing students with 
UH plans actually enrolled as planned, The data indicate that: 

a. 3/4 of the students with plans to attend Honolulu or Maui conmrcunity 
colleges actually did so in Fail 1976. 

b. at least 3/5 of the students with plans to attend Hawaii or Windward 
ccmnunity colleges actually did so. 

This is not surprising because these four caitpuses participated in the survey 
of ccxitinuLig students. Noteworthy is the fact that only 41 continuing students 
had plans to attend other camunity colleges; 12 , Hilo College; 89 , UH Manoa. 
Of the students with Manoa plans , 37 (42 percent) actually enrolled there in 
Fall 10 76 and 28 (31 percent) attended some other University canpus.

For the 1,926 continuing students with education al glans in Fall 1976 , 
67 percent enrolled as planned. We found statistically significant differences 
between their educational plans and actual enrollment, by sex, age, program, 
grade point average and entry status. Table 3 shows that: 

a. High proportions of the following groups enrolled as planned : 

— males 

— students below 19 years at entry 
— students in technology 

— students with grade point averages of 3.0-3.4. 
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b. High proportions of the following groups did not enroll: 



— students over 29 years at entry 
— unclassified students 

—students with grade point averages be lew 2.0 
— transfer students. 



For the 178 continuing students with no educational plans in Fall 1976, 
we found a significant difference between intentions and enrollment, by aqe and 
program. High proportions of students below 19 years at entry returned to their 
canpus as did many in technology and public services.

2. Non-Cont inu ing Students 

There were 430 non-continuing students (out of 877 respondents) who had 
educational plans for Fall 1976: 321 planned to attend a UH campus; 40 a 
non-UH carpus; 69, unspecified institution. 

The data in Table 1 also indicate that in Fall 1976: 

a. The 321 non-oontinuing students with UH plans were enrolled as follows: 

149 or 46% actually enrolled as planned 

15 or 5% enrolled at a different UH campus 
157 or 49% did not enroll at a UH campus 

b. Of the 40 non-continuing students with plans to attend a non-UH campus 
2 enrolled at a UH canpus. " E — ' 



Of the 69 students with unspecif ied institutions, 3 returned to their 
canpus of entry and 10 attended a different canpus in the UH system.

d. Of the 448 non-continuing students with no educational p lans for 

Fall 1976, 17 returned to their canpus of entry and 19 attended another 
UH canpus.^ However, 92% did not register at any UH campus. 

Table 4 provides details on the non-cont?nuing students who intended to 
enroll at a UH campus in Fall 1976: 

a. students with plans to attend UH Manoa or Hilo College had high 

rates of actually enrolling as planned (75 and 63 percent, respectively). 

b. students with plans to attend Oahu comiunity colleges had higher rates 
of actually enrolling as planned (range of 35 to 45 percent) than did 
students v.tio intended Lo attend Neighbor Island cannunity colleges 
(range of 0 to 29 percent) .

The 36 students were enrolled as follows: 13 at Honolulu, 7 at Kapiolani, 
11 at other carinunity colleges, 2 at Hilo and 3 at UH Manoa.

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There were 430 non-continuing students who had educational plans for Fall 
1976; 35 percent enrolled as planned (Table 5). We found no sianifiwit difference 
between plan and actual enrollment on any of the five characteristics . 

We also found no significant diffdv*:io<?* between intentions and deed, by 
student characteristics, for the 448 non-continuing students who had no educational 
plans for Fall 1976.

356 planned to return to Hawaii Coninunity College; 16, attend other UH canpus- 
10, attend non UH-ccmpus. ' 

Data in Table 6 indicate that in Pal? 1976: 

a. The 372 students with UH plans were enrolled as follows: 

239 or 64% actually enrolled as planned 
37 or 101 enrolled at a different UH canpus 
96 or 26% did not enroll at a UH canpus 

b - of the 10 students with non-UH canpus plans , 1 returned to Hawaii

D. Findings: Honolulu Comnunity College 



1. Continuing Students 

There were 1,080 continuing students with educational plans for Fall 1976: 
989 planned to return to Honolulu Camtunity College; 70, attend other UH canpus; 
21, attend nan-UH cairpus. 

Data in Table 8 indicate that in Fall 1976: 

a. The 1,059 students with UH plans were enrolled as follows: 

772 or 73% actually enrolled as planned 
70 or 7% enrolled at a different UH cairpus 
217 or 20% did not enroll at a UH cairpus 

b. Of the 21 students with nan-UH canpus plans , 3 returned to Honolulu 
Ccnmunity College and 3 attended other UH canpuses. 

c. Of the 84 students with no educational plans , 44 returned to Hbrolulu 
Ccmnunity College and 7 enrolled at other UH canpuses . This shows 
that 60 percent of these students, contrary to their intentions, 
remained in the UH system.

Far the 84 continuing students with no educational plans in Fall 1976, 
we found a significant difference between intention and actual enrollment, 
by age i 2/3 of the students below 19 years at entry returned to Honolulu 
Ccrnnunity College and 3/5 of the group over 29 years did not enroll. 

2. Non-Continuing Students 

There were 91 non-continuing students with educational plans for Fall 1976: 
35, return to Honolulu Comnunity ftollege; 40, attend other UH canpus; 5, attend 
non-UH canpus; 11, unspecified institution. 

The data in Table 8 indicate that in Fall 1976: 

a. The 75 students with UH plans were enrolled as follows: 

37 or 49% actually enrolled as planned

Of the 200 continuing students with educational plans, 54 percent enrolled 
as planned, fcfe found a significant Inference between educational plan and 
actual enrollment, by entry status. Hie data in Table 16 show that 59 percent 
of new students enrolled as planned and 44 percent of transfer students did 
not enroll.

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3. Conclusion 

It is not surprising to find that a greater proportion of continuing students 
(92 percent) than non-continuing students (49 percent) had educational plans for 
Fall 1976. There was also a difference in the proportion planning to attend 
a IH canpus: 97 percent of continuing and 75 percent of non-continuing students 
with educational plans. 

The proportions of students with m plans who enrolled as planned are 
69 percent for continuing and 46 percent for rKn-cxxitinuing students. A difference 
was expected and the data provide baseline information. The proportions not 
enrolling are 23 percent for continuing and 49 percent for non-continuing students. 
It is evident, for these groups of students, that there is greater "stability" in 
the educational plans of continuing students than non-continuing students. 

There are canpus differences in both the patterns of educational plans 
and the patterns of enrollment in Fall 1976. 

This report is the first of its kind for the comunity colleges, and 
generalizations about the stability of educational plans should not be node at 
this time. As data are jathered periodically on this natter, it may be possible 
to arrive at general conclusions regarding the ability of students to forecast 
their educational plans for the following semester.
